When Buffalo’s WBEN dropped 
the Dave Garroway TODAY show 
a part of its change-over to 
C_S, and took on Walter Kronkite's 
The Morning snow, there ensued 
some discussion among loyal fans 
and critics concerning the compar­ 
ative qualities of the two. In fact, 
when CBS created the Morning 
Show our own critic, John Crosby, 
devoted a column to criticising 
CBS for doing a copy cat job in­ 
stead of creating something new. 
We reserved judgment until we 
had seen the Kronkite act for a 
few weeks but now have concluded 
that we know which offers us the 
most for our time. We will take 
Garroway’s program, though we 
believe Kronkite is a smoothy and 
there are parts of his show which 
we prefer. 
We doubt if the stuffed lion, 
which is about as grotesque a 
creature as we can imagine, can 
hold its own with Muggs. Muggs’ 
propensity to take nips out of his 
contemporaries may change this, 
but as long as his value supercedes 
the pain his fellow participants 
have to suffer for their art, he no 
doubt will be one of Garroway’s 
cast. 
He certainly is more appealing 
than the thing on Kronkite's show 
which looks like a dragon 
with 
wood shavings for a wig. On this 
score, as long as we can enjoy 
him at long distance, we will take 
Muggs. 
We like the Morning show when 
it comes to music. The performanc­ 
es of the marionettes is much 
more pleasing to us than the faces 
which peer through the TODAY 
window. We realize that there are 
some who look for friends in the 
curious group before the window

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and this has viewer value, but the 
presentation of the dancing and 
performing puppets is far more 
entertaining and certainly much 
more original. 
The weather report is a vital 
part of both 
programs to this 
viewer. It gives an overall picture 
of weather conditions which makes 
it possible to arrive at a fairly 
close prediction of things to come 
in the rain or shine line. 
The Morning Show’s animated 
map is a little more clear than 
the Today lay-out, and it has a 
very attractive young lady to point 
out the high points, but there is 
somehing lacking. 
Perhaps 
the 
personal contact with the Washing­ 
ton weather man and his explana­ 
tion of the situation is more con­ 
vincing. We also believe he gives a' 
broader explanation, often reveal­ 
ing how the weather in other parts 
may affect us in this section. The 
girl on The Morning Show often 
neglects to do this. 
As for news coverage, they seem 
to be about on a par, doing no 
more than hustle the routine news 
of the day. As John Crosby pointed 
out, this is where a new program 
could have stepped up the pace 
with a fresh approach and top-level 
comment. 
As for the main kicks, Garroway 
and kronkite, both are smooth and 
seldom without a word. But there 
seems to be more of a strain for 
time on the Morning Show. When 
someone 
of 
great 
interest is 
brought on as a guest, they always 
seemed to be rushed off before 
they have had their say, and often 
about the time they are becoming 
most interesting. 
The Garroway show is just as 
rushed for time but doesn’t seem 
to reveal it. 
Kronkite 
and 
his 
friends constantly seem to be hur­ 
ried at the wrong moment. 
And as for sports, if it isn’t 
baseball, or maybe horse racing, 
the Kronkite show doesn’t know 
about it. The Today boys believe 
there are some other means of 
having fun and report the same. 
Inasmuch as both can be seen 
and heard in Warren county, the 
battle wages, with many a round 
table 
developing 
within 
social 
groups. In either case it is a pleas­ 
ant way to start the morning.

Capital Punishment Again 
The question of capital punish­ 
ment is being brought home to 
Warren in a trial that is attracting 
the attention of the nation and 
promises to be a bit sensational if 
certain approaches are utilized in 
the defense. Do we have the right 
to kill this boy? 
We say, No! And it is apparent 
that a growing percentage of our 
population agrees. The first day 
of court was devoted to interview­ 
ing twenty people. Out of these 
only two jurors were obtained. 
Many of those turned down were 
disqualified because they admitted 
their consciences would bother 
them if they took this boy’s life. 
It will be argued that he bought 
a gun, loaded it, brought it to 
Warren, and walked into a court 
room to shoot down a judge. This 
will be called premeditated mur­ 
der. And if it be true, it is exactly 
that. 
But should our law be based on 
an eye lur an eye? Do we have the 
right to take away a life even if its 
possessor took another’s? We can­ 
not understand how a Christian 
ean believe in capital punishment. 
Christ said very plainly, Thou 
shalt not kill. 
To us *n entire state is wrong 
every time it asks an executioner 
to pull the death switch. To us 
our legislators are responsible for 
perpetuating this wrong by not 
fighting for a change in the law. 
And the people are wrong for wait­ 
ing until they face jury duty before 
admitting they don’t want this on 
their conscience. 
Do you believe in capital punish­ 
ment? If this defendant is found 
guilty of first degree murder and 
is sentenced to the chair, will you 
'pull that switch? 
You are pulling the switch if 
you do nothing about having such 
a law changed. And remember, if 
Norman Moon performed this kill­ 
ing he was not dissuaded by the 
existence of capital punishment 
There must be a better way.

Keep The Hearings Going 
Many people in this area are 
writing letters to the Altoona sta­ 
tion in an effort to keep the Mc­ 
Carthy hearings on the air. House­ 
wives who never have cared for 
most of the TV drivel in the day 
time are watching this spectacle 
avidly. And many who had resigned, 
themselves to third rate dramas 
now find a program of wide civie 
interest for which to enthuse. 
More has been learned about 
men who were nothing but name* 
than would be possible through 
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shelves of books, months of col­ 
umnists, and years of radio com­ 
mentators. They see McCarthy for 
what he is. They see a capable 
civilian leader handling himself 
coolly as a front for the army. 
The 
testimony 
reveals 
quite 
plainly that the army has been 
pressured. And such pressure no 
doubt is not uncommon, though the 
kind applied by McCarthy is more 
than free men can take sitting 
down. 
They also are learning that even 
McCarthy’s associates are not too 
pleased with him and there is an 
undertone of displeasure with this 
man who spills forth denunciations 
of those who dare oppose him. 
McCarthy is doing a very good job 
on McCarthy and Americans are 
having their eyes opened. 
Daily we hear people who had 
shrugged off criticism of McCarthy 
because they thought he was doing 
a good thing fighting communists, 
frankly admit they were wrong and 
express their disgust with the man 
and his methods.

Senator Edv\in C. Johnson has 
introduced a bill which makes it 
impossible for anyone to be granted 
a radio or TV license if they own 
at least ten percent of a newspaper 
in a community of 100,000 people or 
more.

Are You In Danger? 
Are you living in a fire trap? 
How old was that house when you 
bought it? Did you assume that 
the wiring was adequate, or did 
you have it thoroughly inspected 
by a qualified electrician? 
The wiring in most homes was 
adequate when it first was install­ 
ed, but most people put it in to 
give them lights, either from the 
.ceiling or from the floor. They 
also may have owned a vacuum 
sweeper, and maybe even an elec­ 
tric iron. 
Since then we have added radio, 
television, refrigeration, automatic 
gadgets, and many have a work 
shop in the cellar which includes

There is enough in the papers 
about fire these days to make it 
unecessary for us to describe its 
awful aspects.

How’s Business? 
How are things comparing with 
last year? The price index says 
that farm prices are down two 
points. However, the prices paid 
by farmers for commodities are 
up two points. This is comparing 
the current prices with the corres­ 
ponding month of 1953. 
New construction in April topped 
April of 1953. It was $2,758,000 a 
year ago. It jumped to $2,795,000 
last month, most of which was 
accounted for in the commercial 
field, which suggests that the park­ 
ing problem is driving many major 
stores to create shopping-parking 
combinations. 
Inventories are up about a mil­ 
lion dollars over last April, but are 
lower than they were in March by 
approximately a half million.

TEPID STUFF BY MODERN 
STANDARDS 
I do not know that the dance of 
the seven veils in “Salome” on 
the NBC Opera Theater last Satur­ 
day is the sexiest in the history 
of that controversy-ridden opera, 
but it sure was the boldest bit of 
choreography I’ve ever seen on 
television. 
I was fairly bemused 
by the 
whole thing because when I first 
read Oscar Wilde’s “Salome” in 
college (roughly around the first 
Ice Age) it was considered fairly 
hot stuff even in French which was 
the only language I could find it 
in. (Wilde wrote it in pretty lousy 
French, a language he spoke but 
had no real sympathy for.) When 
the opera was first produced at 
the Metropolitan, it caused an up­ 
roar. 
* 
* 
* 
But, of course, that was all a 
long time ago. Since then, we have 
had Mickey Spillane and the comic 
books. So naturally a story about 
a step-daughter of a king who lusts 
after a holy man in red hot (though 
bad) French (and in the NBC ver­ 
sion in red hot though not much 
better English), who does a strip­ 
tease in front of her step-father 
who would like to possess her him­ 
self, who has the holy man’s head 
cut off and then exhibits what 
amounts to female necrophilia with 
it right on the stage — lot of male 


necrophilia going around but fe­ 
male necrophilia is pretty rare - 
and who is ultimately crusned to 
death under the shields of her step 
father’s soldiers - well, sir, a story 
like that might have upset our Vic­ 
torian ancestors but not us. After 
all, even the small tykes are now 
being brought up on comic books 
in which one sexy female sprays 
radium dust on the bared breasts 
of another. 
A 
little 
thing 
like 
“Salome” is probably considered 
by Junior to be pretty tepid stuff. 
Strictly for aging adults. 
Frankly, 
I’ve 
always 
thought 
Oscar Wilde didn’t know what he 
was talking about on the subject of 
women (who were not his strong 
point), that no woman ever flung 
herself at even Porfirio Rubiroso 
with quite such abandon. But then 
I could be wrong. (They don’t talk 
to me that way, but maybe Liber- 
ace gets that kind of talk.) 
* * * 
“Salome” 
concludes the NBC 
Television Opera Theater season 
and it has been on the whole a 
remarkably interesting and succes­ 
sful season which quite deservedly 
won it a Peabody Award. The sev­ 
en operas presented this season 
were “Carmen,” “Macbeth,” “Am- 
ahl and the Night Visitors,” “The 
Marriage of Figaro” (in two parts), 
“The Taming of the Shrew,” “Pel- 
leas and Melisande” 
and 
“Sal­ 
ome.” 
That list is a judicious mixture 
of very well known and often sung 
operas like ‘Carmen,” of new op­ 
era like “Amahl” 
and of very 


little known opera such as “Tam­ 
ing Of The Shrew.” “The Shrew,” 
by Philadelphia-born Vittorio Gian- 
nini, was once given a perform­ 
ance in Cincinnati and again by 
an amateur group in Charlotte, N. 
C., but this was its first large 
scale production and, of course, 
the first on television. 
Its sprightly and melodic music 
was sung by a first-rate cast head­ 
ed by John Raitt. It was done in 
color and was just about the love­ 
liest thing to look at I ve ever 
•seen 
on 
television. 
“Amahl, 
which NBC originally commission­ 
ed, was also done in color and 
looked like a sort of Christmas 
card in motion. 
The part of Salome is, I guess, 
just a little too exhausting to be 
performed by any one girl without 
an intermission. It was sung — 
and very well sung — by Elaine 
Malbin and danced with awesome 
erotic fury by Carmen Gutierrez. 
The switch from singer to dancer 
and back again was done so skill­ 
fully that no one would have notic­ 
ed the change if the credits hadn't 
revealed it. While Richard Strauss’ 
music is not entirely my dish of 
tea, his opera was given a hand­ 
some and frequently striking pro­ 
duction and there was some fine 
camera work. 
The NBC opera series is an ex­ 
pensive business since it is un­ 
sponsored, but it is one of the most 
worthwhile things the network has 
ever done on television and I de­ 
voutly hope we get it back next 
season.

Washington And You 
By Margaret Chase Smith 


WASHINGTON. - The subject of 
this column is not encouraging. It 
is disappointing. In fact, it is 
sad story. 
The beginning of this sad story 
starts at an end - the end of the 
Big Four Foreign Ministers Con 
fer-ence in Berlin early this year 
That conference had been going on 
for days. It had 
produced 
no 
tangible results or agreements. 
'Russia’s Molotov had engaged in 
a vitriolic filibuster for days. Once 
again he displayed the Communist 
strategy of creating and compound 
ing confusion. He had demonstrat 
ed once more that the Communists 
are not interested in settling a rea 
and permanent peace. Again it hac 
been a case of a constant stream 
of Communist malice and propa 
gnda - using the conference as a 
forum for broadcasting obvious lies 
to the world. 
So the Berlin meetings accom 
plished nothing tangible on the ob 
jective of peace. 
But it was not without a kind of 
victory for our side - and a defeat 
for the Communists. For from the 
very beginning it was apparent that 
Molotov’s principal objective was 
to do everything he could to drive 
a wedge between the Allies - to 
split up the United States, Britain 
and France and start them fighting 
among themselves. 
At the end of the meetings, how­ 
ever, it was clear that Molotov 
had failed. Despite his efforts, the 
Allies stood firm and remained 
united. That, in itself, was a signif­ 
icant victory. Many of us back 
here at home were very much en­ 
couraged with this result. 
But just as we were enjoying 
the satisfaction of that victory we 
were jolted by the “kicker” at the 
very end of the conference. That 
“kicker” was the agreement to 
hold the Geneva Conference and 
to permit representatives of Red 
China to attend. That did not look 
good to us. Some of us suspected 
that perhaps Molotov’s real objec­ 
tive at Berlin was to get agreement 
to a future conference which could 
be attended by Red China represen­ 
tatives. 
Our satisfaction turned to ap­ 
prehension. There was an appear­ 
ance that after we had snatched 
defeat from the jaws of victory 
that we had fumbled the victory 
into defeat in the last seconds of 
the contest. 
And the events and developments 
at Geneva during the past few 
days have increased our appre­ 
hension, to say the least. Surely, 
the Geneva Conference has not 
been a “shining hour” in the his­ 
tory of our country. It certainly 
has not enhanced our prestige in 
Asia or in Europe - or here at 
home with the American people. 
The sad truth and the ugly fact 
about Geneva is that Molotov has 
been able to accomplish what he 
failed to do at Berlin. He has split 
the Allies. He has driven a wedge 
between the United States, Britain 
and France — and we have suffer­ 
ed tremendous psychological dip­ 
lomatic defeat, regardless of how 
much our national leaders may try 
to gloss over that fact.

Political Signs

WASHINGTON. - 
The 
healthy 
and sane aspects of the Alabama 
Senatorial prim ary this week are 
easily overlooked, but should be 
noted. 
They may be construed fairly 
safely as symptomatic of the new 
spirit of tolerance that is moving 
in the South. At least that seems 


to be the underlying meaning of 
the renomination by a thumping 
majority of Senator John Spark­ 
man, which is tantamount to el­ 
ection in his state. 
Let us take a look at this interest­ 
ing case study. Senator Sparkman 
was a delegate to the 1952 Demo­ 
cratic National Convention. He was 
a member of its Resolutions Com­ 
mittee. He helped to draft the 
plank in the party’s platform deal­ 
ing with civil rights which, among

other 
commitments, 
advocated 
Federal legislation to secure ef­ 
fectively for everyone "the right 
to equal opportunity for employ­ 
m ent.” As its final act, the con­ 
vention nominated Senator Spark­ 
man as its candidate for Vice- 
President to run with Governor 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois. In that 
capacity he made speeches all over 
the country for the national party. 
Surely, there’s nothing unusual 
there, other than a typical Ameri­ 
can success story of the son of a 
tenant farm er who pushed himself 
forward and upward, entered pol­ 
itics, and ultimately was honored 
by his party with second place on 
its national ticket, a distinction of 
which his community and 
state 
should naturally be proud. 
Yet, there is something unusual 
there. You might not think it, but 
it is risky still for 
a 
Southern 
political leader to be a party to a 
civil-rights plank and then to iden­ 
tify himself with the platform and 
the national party by being so bold 
as to accept its nomination for 
Vice-President. The risk became 
clear when it came time for John 
Sparkman, who never got to be 
Vice-President, to run again for his 
seat in the Senate, two years later. 
For he became the victim of the 
"usual,” as so often happens in the' 
South to progressive political lead-, 
ers such as John Sparkman. The 
old fam iliar cry of "nigger, nig­ 
ger” was raised in the campaign 
against him, though more adroitly 
and politely this time. 
He 
was 
branded by his political foes as a 
civil-rights supporter 
like 
Adlai 
Stevenson. John Sparkman, how­ 
ever, was not so coupled with the 
head of the ticket by many outside 
the South, who did not look upon 
him as on a par at all on civil 
rights with Adlai Stevenson. They 
saw the ticket as out of balance. 
However, the issue was 
good 
enough in Alabama. At least it was 
for those who exploited it to try to 
unseat John Sparkman, including 
powerful 
economic 
groups 
that 
spent plenty of money again, as 
they have before, to eradicate a 
voice, vote and an influence in the 
Senate which they consider hostile 
to their private interests. 
But the folks - white and black - 
have come to look on 
Senator 
Sparkman as their friend. They 
aroused themselves and rallied a- 
bout to give him a 100,000 m ajority 
over his chief rival, Representa­ 
tive Laurie Battle, 
and 
around 
78,000 m ajority over the combined 
field of his three opponents. 
The appeal to racial prejudice 
seems to have lost its magic. No 
longer apparently can it be ex­ 
ploited as 
formerly 
to 
becloud 
economic benefits such as higher 
wages; better farm prices; decent 
housing, urban and rural; owner- 
operated 
farm s; 
cheap 
electric 
power for homes and plants, all of 
which A labam a’s Senators Spark­ 
man and Lister Hill have espoused 
through the years. We like to think, 
too, that increasing tolerance is a 
part of the Alabama story. 
The surprising wide m argin of 
victory for John Sparkman seems 
also to have another meaning that 
is significant for the future and in 
assessing possible future political 
trends nationally. It appeared to 
indicate a receding of what might 
be called the Dixiecrat tide.

The Dixiecrats became important 
nationally, you will recall, when 
that hybrid third-party movement 
with its own Southern candidates 
for President and Vice-President 
chipped away four Southern states 
from then-President Truman and 
the regular Democratic ticket in 
1948. Whatever motives were mixed 
up in that Dixiecrat movement — 
and they are varied — it did be­ 
come a convenient front for such 
economic interests as utilities, oil, 
textiles, and banks that bitterly 
opposed Roosevelt-Truman reform 
aims of all sorts. 
Two years ago, in 1952, those 
same interests, no longer needing 
a Dixiecrat third-party front, join­ 


ed up with Southern Republicans 
behind President Eisenhower, who 
also carried four Southern states. 
They have seen 
some 
of 
their 
aims, including state control of off 
shore oil lands up to the "historic 
boundaries,” achieved through the 
Eisenhower Administration under 
pledges secured during the cam ­ 
paign. 
The scope of the Sparkman tri-^ 
umph would indicate that the Dixie­ 
crat peak probably was reached 
two years ago, and that it is dimin­ 
ishing now as the rank and file of 
the South are becoming aware of 
the real aims of the new alliance 
which has used General Eisenhow­ 
er as a front.
